men -avallahle from Libgao, Alter making 
these arrangements by telegraph, I returned to 
Goverament House to prepare for my own 
departure and then went dcwa with Mr, Hors- 
ford about rr o'clock and found the Sergeant- 
Major bad to police ready to po, haviag 
previously sent word to him. I then sent ont 
and manuged to rake op 38 free Dyaks, armed 
them and sent them-on board the Ranes, We 
also called up Mt. Keasberry and chartered the 
Enterprise, had her coaled and provisioned 
for ten days, These arrangements occupled 
nearly the whole night, and we got. away soon 
afier daylight. It was-my intention to rend Mr, 
‘Wheatley in the Laterprise up the coast to- 
bee to Gaya to pick up news of Mat Salleb, as 
it was stated that he meant to attack the other 


Outstations and destroy them as well, However, | 


upon meeting Mr, Wheatley I found that Ketlk, 
the Gaya clerk, bad arived and was with bim, 
He stated that Mat Salleh. was aifl!'in Gaya he 
thought, and had told ¢ Inlended to attack 
the Rane, so wa led it was E2st to go all 
to Gaya together, : : ne ‘ 
. The attack on Gaya took place at 4-30 a.m, 
on the oth, ard thehurning. of the shops only 
occurred on the ratbyjas we could plainly sce 
from Palo Tiga by the dense column of smoke 
arcending. : ‘ 
: Upoo arriving at Gaya in.the Rane¢- we 


caught the Mengkabong people red-banded burn-. 


tng and looting. They fired the Chinese godowns 
on the wharfjust asthe Rawee came into view. 


Taey immediately ran for their: prahaus and |: 


endeavoured to escape, The tide was ont, 
however, and they were unable to pass over the 
reefs, and the Rawes steaming wp to the bercons 
closed the exit, They then ran their six prahos 
axboro and, ‘jamplog overboard, arcaped in 
the jangle. We at once landed.all our men 
and followed them, but only ceptored one man 
and the prabus,twhich were stoffed fall of loot, 
We then lodged all our men in the Bajan village 
at Gaya, which was left intact,.as the Bafaus ell 
Joloed with Mat Salleh, and the Zanes then left, 
Next morning we left at 3 o'clock for Ambong 
fa the Emterprise and arrived there soon after 
‘6, and found Mr. Ormsby all right. He hed 
only recelved'a report of the sacking of Gaya 
the previous afternoon aboct (be time that we 
reached Gaya In the Rawes, which fact Is algni- 
ficant of the general knowledge of the natives 
and thelr desire to keep It secrat. ° 

After consulting with Mr, Ormaby as to the 
best course of action, we determined that inac- 
Won would be: very ill-advised pending arrival 
of farther asslatance from Saodakas, ‘We had 
Information that Mat Salleh would destroy all 
the outstatocs, Our force split op was possibly 
‘suffictent to protect them. but tho material was 
poor, Wa then returned to Gaya bringing 
some twenty police and {rea Dyaks to add to 
oar force. . oe im codh 

Upon reaching Gaya we found that Kellk, 
the clerk, had succeeded In keeping all our 
police out of aight and quiet In thé Bajet 
Campong whenever « boat was seen, acd 
{n this way bad captured seven or elght men, 
‘amongst them @ Saly spy who had been sent by 
Mat Selieh into Gaya for about # fortnight 
befoxe the attack to comupt the Gaya Bajaus, 
which he succeeded !n doing, and who‘also 
{olned fa the attack on the morning of the oth 
cstant, 

The-following morniog, therefore, we held an 
enquiry on theso prisoners, and remanded all 
until the expedition was over except the Sulu 
spy. Him wo tried, sentenced and executed 
upon the spot, . : F 

‘There ware also four of the Chinese traders 
from Gaya who reported that they, had just 
emcaped from Inanam. They foformed os that 
the Inanam river was. strongly fortified, that 
there was a strong fort with two guns close 
to tho Kwala, another am little higher up, 
one moro at Dauta Merawl's village’ ‘and. 
Instly am big strong one up at O..K, 
Mahomed Seratl's viltage, where Mat Salleh 
lotended to make an office and carry on % Go- 
vernment of his own. They also told us that 
Mr. Neubronner was qaile safe, living in the 
Orang Kaya's hou 
| The Orang Kaya has always been fifendly to- 
wards the Company, aud/alihough his men took 
part {n the attack upon Gays he would have 
nothiog to do with {t and endeavoured to per- 
suade the Inanam people ngalast It, 

“ Upon’ receiving this information we gave up 
all eat tof-attack from the mouth of ‘the 
river as likely to cause us too serlous loss and at 
once ‘proceeded to Tangjon Ara where wo 
landed ard started to. walk to Patatan at 
140. We found the Patatan Office already put 
{nto a'state of defence and tha Gaya and Papar 
police collected there. Wo rested for an hour 
and. then, taking all the police from Patatan to 
add to our force,’ wo atarted again aod walked ta 
Babaif on the Ula Patatao, reaching thera‘aboot 
7.30 .p.m. Wo had now a respectable force. 
From Labuan asd Mempakol 15 police and 48 
Dysks, Ambong some: 20, and 28 were from 
Patatan, total go men, lesa 12 whom wo feft on

We were finally 
confronted by a fost on a steep Bill same 400 oF 
S00 feet high acroas the Inanam, ard we at onca 
advanced and orcupled a village on a little bill 
perhaps 70 feet. high, dilving, out the people, 
Killing two of them, We bad buely accom. 
plished thts before we were’ attack:d from tke 
jungle surrounding It, the top of the bill only 
bring clear where the “villace stood, No one 
was struck however, and we formed up the 
Stkhs and fired volleys into the jangle whlch 
soon drove ont the enemy. We cccapled 
the village at 32.30 after n very ardaous walk of 
seven hours, It, was mastly through paddy 
fields which had just heen flooded and plosghed, 
And-we we ¢ tip to our ky ees in mud and water 
the greater past of'the way. The walk from: 
Tanjo-g Aru to Bahalt the day before was jast 
the same. The; ositlon wets ok op was about 
1,6co yards fom the enemy's fort. A party 
emerged fram the fart, crossed the river and took 
up'a positlondn a sago clamp and opened fire 
onus, Théle pracice was poor bat disturbing, 
while one man was suffictently on thes; st to be 
dargercus. We got the range at ¢so yards and 
alter a volley ortwo they were compelled to 
retire whh the loss ofone killed. Wethen set 
about knocking up afew defenced as we were 
completely exposed, The Dusun and Bajow 
coolles who followed us from Pntstan’ and 
Petagas, ard the prtsaners from Amboag, whom 
we bad brought with us, were employed on this, 
whilst we sent out parttes ta: buro oatall the 
villages on the hills withio range of us. 

The following morning another fort, which we 
had seen some way to our right, warcanied, the 
enemy losing two killed, and about a dozen 
villages found full of Giya loot were destroyed, 
Tn the afiemmoon [t rafmed hard and nothing 
more was done. The followl g-morniog, the 
17th, there was sti'l no advance, but a party 
went out to recannpltre the Bajow Campongs on 
therlver; they re'Srned saying they thought tha 
villages were empty, and that the Government, 
hoats stolen from Gaya were lylog there._ 
Daring thelr absence we observed a large party 
climbing the bill slowly to the main fort and 
with the glase: made. cut. that they were 
carrying up.a gun, Upon thls I declared we 
Mut advance at once, but our reconnoltering 
party were so long relorning that they bad 
mounted the gun and fired |. off at us before 
they turned"up. Jt was apreed then that Me, 
Wheatley with 30 Dyaks, the prisoners and 
coolles, should occupy Data’ Merawi's ‘village 
down ‘the rlvoe aed selze the boats, whilst Mr, 
Ormiby and myself took the Sikhs and the 
remainder of the Dyaks. marched down the 
piddy fields facing the fort ard occupled ‘the 
Orang Kaya's village immediatel7' below It 
We then ficed our camp ‘and.-broke down our 
defences, : 

A move was made and the two villages 
occupted, the fort opening fire on both parties, 
The pirty under Mr, O:msby and myself ap. 
proached the rack of the village across open 
pa'dy fields tn view of the fort The 
viljage was deseried except the row of 
Chinete shops. The Dyaks promptly ran to 
cover in the jangle when the fort opened fire, bat 
the Sikhs were sleady and lay dawn beblod one 
of the paddy fitid dykes, I cthen. crosted the 
field and turned “oct all the Chinese from the 
thops for safety and retarned to the Sikhs and, 
hearing brisk firlog going on below at Mr, 
Wheatley’s village, we orderedthe Slichsto fire | 
volleys at the.fort. They made very good prac: | 
\ce and succeeded In sllencing the fort, Con- 
sidering the positton toa expored, we then 
proceeded to join Mr, Wheatley atData Meraw!'s 
villsge which we atoncs pat in a state of defence 
by dark, We'had no futther trouble from the 
enemy, and they maintalned dead sllence all, 
right. ‘ es oy : ‘ 

Mt, Wheatley thea wen! down the river to the 
Enterprise to bring up provisions that we were 
In need ef, He returned at 3.46 a.m, accom. 
mented by. His Excellency the Governor, Capt, 
Reddte and Mr. Wathen, with more police from 
Sacdakao and Kadat, the Maxim and a moun- 
tain gan. The Governor, Captain Reddle and 
myself at once proceeded with the mountain gun 
and planted It on the edge of the paddy field be- 
hind the upper village jast by day-break, Word 
wes vent hack to the others to advance at once 
agatnatthe fort which sifll maintained silence, 
Two shells were thrown loto ft ard there was no 
reply, and shortly after -{t was occupled by 
Messrs. Wheatley, Crmsby snd Wathen, the 
enemy having deserted {t, We then retired 
to the lower village for breakfast, after which 
His Excellency the Governor with Capt, Reddle, 
Mr. Ormtby sand Mr, Wathen ascended to the 
fort and pursed ‘the enemy overland (through 
Mengpatel, whilst Mr. Wheatley and myself, with 
the Anterprise acd. Normanhurst, goarded the 
two exits from Menggatal, leaving. a guard fo 
ibe camp at Ioavam, In the afternoon ‘the 
overland pasty emerged In boats bringing with 
them Mr, ‘Nenbrarner who had been taken out 
of the Tosnam for! and cared for by Pangeran 
Kahar of Menggstal. We then landed all men 
and stores, etc, from both steamers at Gaya, and 
fhe following ‘morning, after trying all the 


prisoners captared, Mr, Wheatley and’ myself J. 


whh the Labuan Police returned to Labuan by’ 


ithe Mormanhursi, arriving about ro p.m., op 


the roth instant. ., 

I must not omit to mention the conduct of 
Sergeant Tara Singh, of the Labuan police, which 
was beyond all praise from start to fioish, He 
worke! splendidly all through,. seeing to every. 
thiog, keeping the police In order all day long, 
and was both willing and anxlous to stay up all 
night, and we bad to order blm to foro in and 
sleep ; and I alncercly trust that be will recetve 
some substantial recognition of his services, 
which were inyslaable. wet

Frank Barton, the American haaller and glohs 
trotter, representing the Police Gasstis, who: 
started from City Hall, New York, on January 
8th, 1296, to travel around tha world under the 
conditions that he should atart without any 
money and nelther beg, borrow, nor apend 
a cent on bts tonr, to settle a wager, arrived 
home last week, ‘after an absence of about 
elghteen menths, : 

There were no Instructions in the mode of 
travelling, bot Burton says he covered the 
largeat part of the Journey on the bicycle, 

When he made bin departure from New York 

| he recelved a Ucket through to Albany, presented 
to him by Steve Brodie, From there he started 
out upon bis arduous task and sloce then has 
travelled through all thelmportant citles of both 
continents, : 

Fiom Albany he went to Troy and proceeded 
through the following towns, making a big 
success of bls weotore, Rechester, Buffalo and 
Pittsburg; from bere he was escorted to Pal. 
man by a large'deleg:tion of wheelmen, From 
there he rode’ to Milwavkes, Minneapolis, 

ansag City and Denver. I 
the large cities mentioned Burton worked with 
several theatzical companies and was entertalned 
by. many prominent people. “4 

Alter a short atay In Denver he continued on 
his wheel to Salt Lake City with Pilmrose & 
‘West's minstrel show, and rode to Ogden, Utah, 
where he experlenced the most difficult part of 
bis journey, owlng to the Yefusal of the railway 
officials lo asatst or wllow him to ride on tratne 
out of towa under moy circumstances, After a 
atay of six wees the members of Hoyt's "Trip 
to Chinatown” Company, withoat the knowledge 
of the management, bullt s box in the shape of 
a coffin and sbipped the globe trotter as far as 
Oakland, Cal, where the care was cooslgned to 
Pdmrose and West, who wer: playing at the 
California Theatre In Frisco. i :

wrecked ina heavy geile, and everything was 
loat but s small bagcontaloing a {cw autographs 
and letters of {ntroductlop. 

While waiting to be rescued he entertaloed 
the survivors by telliog them of his eventfol 
travels and experiences In the countries of the 
Far West. They were reBcued by the steamship 
Lightning and taken bick to Hongkong and 
Yetorned to Calcutta, where be Jolned Harmstou's 
clrcus and made a tour through India, Java and 
Slam asa clown, and managed Poter Jackson, 
the boxing kangaroo, 

His voyage from Rangoon, on the steamship 
Prome, to Liverpool occupted thirty-Gve days, 
reaching thereon the 14th day of May, 1897, 
Leaving Liverpool with bls bicyle be rode over 
-the continent, touching Spain, Portugal, France 
Ssxony and back to London, arriving In time 
to witness the ‘Qaean’s Jabllee.
